Now God could, chose, teach 
all things directly. except 
the rare exceptions when spoke directly 
through angels chosen individuals 
has preferred, general rule, teach 
indirectly through the instrumentality other 
men. has chosen man teach man.

facts into his receptive mind. This would 
reduce the pupil secondary and passive 
role. The pupil primary and active. 
teaching successful, lesson taught until 
the pupil has grasped the idea and made 
his own. The successful teacher the one 
who has trained the pupil that the latter 
can work out and apply the truth with little 
assistance all. Furthermore, when the 
pupil has gained some knowledge he, rather 
than the teacher, deserves the credit. The 
pupil, the actor, the star the perform- 
ance; the teacher, the director, must remain 
the background. After all, schools are 
established for students and not for teachers.

In. the light these words, can see 
how rash for the teacher, what betrayal 
trust for him give way bad temper; 
how worse than foolish his attempt 
“make the student learn behave.” How 
much better present studies and 
virtue that the students will hasten both 
with the eagerness youth and the intelli- 
gent volition free men, rather than 
browbeat them into resentful submission. The 
God-fearing and pupil-loving will 
practice behalf his pupils spirit 
vicariousness. Christ, our Leader, thought 
highly these pupils ours; set such 
precious value them that shed His 
life’s blood for them. And yet, one occa- 
sion when were praising former teacher 
ours for his respecting the feelings his 
students, one experienced teacher remarked

spite this, have seen teachers who 
view with suspicion fellow teacher who 
loved his pupils. They take mark 
despised the students. realize, course, 
that cater unduly students and try 
cultivate popularity the cost principle 
poor policy and feigned charity. Neverthe- 
less, the teacher who rules instilling fear, 
sarcasm, other high-handed methods 
becomes literally scandal his pupils, the 
stumbling block rather than help. If, his 
hateful means, incites hate, then be- 
comes cause or, least, occasion 
sin. This hardly the conduct expect 
from instrument God. the teacher 
who perpetually insisting respect for 
his authority and who constantly threaten- 
ing all sorts anathemas those his 
who dare defy him even disagree 
with him, would like quote the words 
St. Augustine: 

superior, however, shall set his heart 
upon domineering exercise power. Let 
his aim, rather, always serve his 
brethren charity. While both love 
and fear are necessary for good government,

Many the teachers who stick fast the 
quagmire either abuse power ineffi- 
ciency applying methodology because 
they are too egocentric. They think the 
school teacher-centered rather than 
pupil-centered institution. they could only 
shift their emphasis the pupil, matters 
would progress more successfully, yes, more 
virtuously, for all concerned. When the teacher 
has made this pupil-centered idea his practical 
conviction, ways and means methodology 
will suggest themselves him. shall men-

Give Problems the Pupil 


Mental growth requires constant activity 
the form intellectual effort. Problem solv- 
ing interesting and effective stimulant 
pupil activity. excellent means 
applying practical knowledge previously ob- 
tained and properly assimilated.

appreciate the humorous and whimsical put 
teacher the gui vive for what will interest 
his pupils.

RATHER persistent question keeps 
flitting across the minds many seri- 
ous Catholic educators. Why that de- 
spite our goodly number yearly graduates, 
Catholics whole have not assumed more 
influential role leaders society? Despite 
many praiseworthy exceptions, Catholics tend 
accept the society which non-Catholics 
give them. The political, financial, and edu- 
cational fields show depressing paucity 
Catholic leaders. Since put much hope 
for social and religious progress our edu- 
cational system, the original question might 
expanded this: What our educational 
system, our application thereof, subject 
amendment order develop graduates 
with shoulders strong enough and hearts de- 
sirous enough bear the burdens mature 
and militant Catholicism our 

The following thoughts represent the studied 
attempts the author and the many with 
whom has conferred answer that ques- 
tion. Over period years has discussed 
the ideas proposed here with individuals and 
conversing length with somewhat 
more than hundred teachers and normal stu- 
dents, priests, religious, and laymen, repre- 
sentatives from most sections the country. 
The thesis has been the subject their very 
frank and constructive criticism and emenda- 
tion. the present time several high school

When the question first put group, 
answers are quite varied. Our religion courses 
seem come for most criticism, followed 
inadequate social programs (or absence 
any social program), inability stimulate 
high intellectual pursuits, and other deficien- 
cies. Most people regret that the student sel- 
dom realizes what education all about, and 
hence the inquiry leads the question 
ideals. that are now paying some atten- 
tion. 


The Ideal Catholic Education 


The ideal Catholic education expressed 
precisely those two words, Catholic and 
education. want educate our youth 
understand and prepare live full Cath- 
olic life. That accepted everyone the 
fundamental ideal our work the schools. 
But because general, that ideal often 
fades beyond the horizon school life. Be- 
cause universally accepted, often enough 
merely presupposed and not emphasized. 
And because comprehensive, its specific 
application each phase education often 
overlooked. could eliminate those faults,

Planning and Cooperation 


How this done? not build 
locomotives with one piece steel, with 
one motion: the finished product the result 
much cooperation through diversified effort 
which directed toward one object. the 
ideal Catholic education will achieved 
only conscious synchronization the 
various elements which compose it. Suppose 
analyze that ideal, recognize its com- 
ponent parts, and make them the vital issues 
the life each teacher and student. each 
the six subsidiary goals outlined below 
achieved, seems safe expect that the 
ultimate goal Catholic education will 
closer our reach, that larger proportion 
our Catholic graduates will more maturely and 
militantly sustain and advance the cause 
Christ America. 

Now the writer aware that, according 
recent statistically minded survey, more than 
thousand different statements and theories 
high school ideals, mostly secular, ranging 
from the very general the very detailed, 
have been published. Neither has studied 
more than few them, nor does feel 
qualified pass judgment them.

associated with impersonal school program, 
but vitally present the teacher’s own 
philosophy and practice. The fault seems 
that usually the teacher follows only his 
own single aim, and only vaguely conscious 
other aims school training, which 
refers other teachers. Consequently the 
approach integrated education lost 
the teacher who should direct it, and the 
student who should follow it. 


Our Six Goals 


the light what has just been said, then, 
the fact that our six goals are very common, 
obvious, and natural, should not lead 
overlook the main point issue. utmost 
importance our proper emphasis on, and 
integration our specific aims, the neglect 
which many teachers have admitted their 
own work. Very simply the six goals are 
follows: truly intellectual and moral edu- 
cation, opposed mere book learning and 
preparation for exams; perfected use and 
understanding the value extracurricular 
activities; more serious efforts win scholar- 
ships; the development stronger student- 
student and student-teacher friendships; 
definite stand vocations (in the general 
sense the term); finally the achievement 
really understood personal love our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Before examining each individually, permit 
clarify the issue. say these goals are 
consciously the mind the teacher. And 
they are, somehow other, dependent 
individual circumstances, implanted 
the mind each student. Dogmatic announce- 
ment the “six ideals education” would 


course mean nothing the normal high 
school student and might well destroy our 
aim. But wise teacher using psychology and 
pedagogy expertly can give his charges all 
that those ideals imply without their realizing 
that they were being subjected planned 
methodology. When the process done, the 
general ideal along with the specific goals will 
have been achieved. 


Why Study? 

What the first point, education? one 
likes something without reason. Yet 
there are few teachers who not realize that 
they often face young people who really 
not know why they are school despite 
some hopeful remarks the usual introduc- 
tory composition, “Why Coming 
And, often enough, think, the fault 
the teacher’s. They are too convinced that 
school boy girl has never had serious 
thought, that immaturity does and should last 
until graduation. They are committed 
policy “giving education,’ medicine 
were, which itself will produce 
educated person. They are convinced the 
value each phase the curriculum, but 
not feel required tell the student the 
value and reason for studying the classics, 
history, mathematics, languages, science, ex- 
pression, and on. Granted that clear 
explanation why one studies Latin and 
Greek, ancient history, algebra, and geometry, 
difficult both give and grasp, yet 
can and must given and grasped want 
our students give cooperation founded 
intelligent enthusiasm. 

Just recall how most writhed our 
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seats, every reference Xenephon 
and Cicero, Addison and the French 
teurs, molecules and quadratic 
mostly because did not know why were 
suffering so. Give students reason for their 
studies; develop the conclusions 
reason; and encouragement deeper study, 
especially along specialized lines, sure 
awaken more spirited response. That would 
seem one the answers the current 
demand for Catholic scholarship. Another 
good effect would the development 
sense responsibility and initiative. For 
student have good idea what ex- 
pected him, and have clear destina- 
tion his horizon, more than half the 
battle education. Consequently, that should 
one definite objective both teacher and 
student, objective for which the teacher 
especially should hold himself responsible. 

frequent objection this first end 
that would overestimating the intellec- 
tual capacity our students. That, according 
very erroneous. Allowing that there are those 
whom school will never educate, seems 
forget too soon what ourselves were like 
school. Once while did have seri- 
ous thought which tried put focus this 
great business school life— but faded 
away because none helped nourish it, 
lived because interested teacher took 
the time and trouble help. agree 
that American youth matures bit too slowly 
anyway, and that upon this youth that 
sane tomorrow depends, then treating youth 
children until they are fully grown seems 
misguided policy. 


Opportunities for Responsibility 

want give youth full life, diversify 
its sound interests, broaden its vision, and 
Hence the second point our program: de- 
velopment extracurricular activities. know 
this will appear extreme, yet would advocate 
that every student strongly encouraged 
attain least some testimonial for athletic 
participation, and indulge least one 
other extracurricular activity. young person 
much more himself the informal atmos- 
phere the ball field, the art club, the school 
paper, and other worthy institutions. there 
particularly that youth’s spirit comradeship 
and cooperation developed; there that sense 
loyalty grows; there that co-ordination 
between mind and body effected; there that 
natural meeting place for intellectual and 
other interests established, which might 
well occasion synthesis scholastic pur- 
suits with desired hobby avocation. 
all this, the education the growing, active, 
responsible young person furthered.

And 
none can doubt that there place for every- 
body: the variety athletics, 
mural and interinstitutional; the need for 
social clubs, various types speech and 
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writing clubs, avocation and lay-apostle groups 
patently provide grand opportunity for 
universal participation. Each those activi- 
ties can and should afford the individual 
benefit which the classroom incapable 
giving, and which only the school hard 
experience will provide when life the world 
begins, the subsidiary activities school 
life have not provided them first. 

Nor blind the difficulties, many 
which this subject are apparently without 
pacitated should cared for, course, ac- 
cording circumstances. Those who have 
other than school duties, too, present diffi- 
culty which must either remain for the present 
unanswered, revert the ingenuity the 
individual teacher. But the conviction the 
mind the teacher that extracurricular ac- 
tivities perform integral function the 
training young people should make him 
have heart his charges’ sincere participation 
those activities. 


Let Pupils Win Scholarships 


The third aim the least universally appli- 
cable the six, but nonetheless important. 
Why not more Catholic graduates win 
scholarships? When realize that most who 
not college have financial reasons 
for not going, and discover investiga- 
tion how many scholarships are open those 
who are able and anxious advance, 
discouraging note the relatively few Cath- 
olic scholarship winners. have not made 
adequate study scholarship possibilities 
myself, but, from what have seen, stand 
justifiable. New York State for example, 
there printed each year list winners 
the State Board Regents’ Awards. The 
list, printed usually late August, covers 
entire page newspaper small print. 
look the page each year consistently 
most discouraging. What 
when evident that Catholic youth has 
won far below its numerically expected pro- 
portion. this instance least, Catholic 
taxpayers add their own school expense 
the payment larger sum for educational 
opportunities which their own children 
not take advantage. 

Two further facts are pretty clear: the 
Catholic student certainly less capable 
than his non-Catholic fellow; and the variety 
scholarships offered not merely scholastic, 
but extracurricular, business, 
athletic types too, well various civic and 
organizational prizes should incentive 
almost any high school student. Our chief 
fault seems waiting until nearly 
graduation time before showing any care 
interest. then usually too late. 

Many object that this goal feasible only 
for the few. The answer that indeed there 
are many who would unable use 
scholarship even they obtained one; but 
interest the large number those 
who could use one, whose parents and school 
would bless them they did get one, and

who might well develop into real champions 
the Church they fight their way through 
higher education. There objection the 
educational value such aim would imply. 
Just glance the maturity, developing 
initiative, and deepening sense responsibility 
manifest those who are aiming scholar- 
ships should convince that would the 
same for others. Would not then well 
for the teacher include his plans for 
helping each pupil that idea preparing for 
scholarship? 


Concerning Friendships 


Our fourth objective has two parts. 
want more real friendships developed among 
the students, and want more friendships 
between teacher and student. The first 
easily understood, although refer real 
friendship, not mere association. mean the 
type friendship that would stand 
nucleus for future cooperative activity. Would 
not the lay apostolate, the Catholic influence 
for good social, economic, political 
circles more vital, Catholic men and 
women grew with the confidence and 
cooperative spirit supplied friendship? 
course many school chums separate for good 
commencement day, but others continue 
later resume relations with each other. 
any case, whether friends continue their 
relations separate, the value forming 
noble friendships not all decreased. 

Faculty-student friendships are enthusias- 
tically fostered many teachers, are coldly 
resisted others. The latter contend that 
human nature will carry excess the practice 
“an apple day keeps bad marks away.” 
But that seems too narrow view the 
situation. There need 
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between keeping the classroom tone and be- 
ing human. recall that the teacher’s 
prime function inspire, then the need 
for close understanding between the teacher 
and each his students (thus eliminate 
the fear partiality) must apparent. 
the teacher find the student that 
talent, often hidden, which, developed, 
would send its possessor sailing his life’s 
course. 

The benefits teacher-student friendships 
work mutually, and pay dividends future 
well present. Much what has been 
written our first three goals depends heavily 
the personal help and understanding 
interested teacher. Then too, many the 
minor crises which arise young person’s 
school age can, feels, solved only 
his teacher—if only the latter were ap- 
proachable and interested! Mutual 
standing outside the classroom often 
occasions better harmony within. And many 
teachers record with gladness the visits 
former students asking advice assistance. 

his side, the teacher’s task lightened 
considerably can count the under- 
standing his students. would know that 
his suggestions and advice would inter- 
preted sincere, and not clothing some 
ulterior motive. The future could hopeful 
for teacher who can count the friendship 
his students. Teachers usually sit back 
and perforce watch the world differently 
from the way they know should especially 
those the social sciences. have often 
thought how much more could done 
teachers whose Catholic ideals would dif- 
fused the world former students who 
have maintained those ideals through con- 
tinued friendship with their former masters. 


DUTIES EDUCATION 


Duties” group businessmen, Very 
Rev. Patrick Holloran, S.J., president 
St. Louis University, pointed out that 
education could “terrifying menace 
many and Japan; blessing.

improved The opening sen- 
tence the Declaration Independence, 
added, expressed the following three 
truths: 

“First, that there God, omni- 
potent, merciful Creator, who not only 
gave life every man, but every man’s 
greatest friend and protector. Secondly, 
that there exists divine, natural law, 
which all men are obliged obey. 
such law does not exist, what the 
reference rights? Every right connotes 
duty. Whence comes the obligation 
fulfilling that duty? Not from any govern- 
ment, for these rights and duties are 
anterior every government. Govern- 
ments are instituted precisely secure 
those rights and enforce the 
ment those duties not grant them. 
Thirdly, that there immutable, uni- 
versal norm morality for those rights 
are inalienable: they exist wherever man 
exists, they have existed long man 
has existed, and they will continue 
exist until the last man dies. For all men 
all times and all places unjust 
and immoral infringe 
rights.” 
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Choosing Vocation 

The fifth goal utmost importance. 
Every student, the time his school course 
drawing close, should have decided 
either his vocation, the stable norms 
according which that vocation will de- 
termined. From social studies know ir- 
refutably that huge portion human misery 
results from the fact that people drifted into 
and did not make rational and prayerful 
choice their course life. schooling 
preparation for life, then, certainly, gradu- 
ate least should have decided what way 
life will best suited him. might 
mentioned here that each the preceding 
goals would value achieving this one. 
Serious application schoolwork, 
duction various interesting side lines, effort 
gain further training his special field, 
confidence sincere and friendly teacher, 
all these make the choice vocation very 
normal and rational act. And not here 
that teacher’s help and interest should 
their zenith? not teacher’s success 
often evaluated the success with which 
their pupils have followed their vocation? 
Many teachers marvelous work con- 
sidering their pupils’ vocation matter 
utmost concern, emphasizing the fact that 
everyone called some vocation, and 
placing before the pupil everything that would 
assist him his choice. 


Love the Lord Thy God 


The sixth goal that which permeates the 
others with its importance; might well 
termed summation the whole inspiringly 
positive side Catholic’s life. Every 
Catholic youngster, the time has finished 
school, should have gained such intimate 
knowledge and personal love our Lord 
Jesus Christ that will never permit him- 
self lose it. Eliminate this from our edu- 
cation, and are different from secular 
educators. Treat this aim something sepa- 
rate from the other five, relegate 
religion class, the spiritual prefect, and Sunday 
Mass, and become dualists followers 
Christ for this hour and secularists for the 
next. Love our Lord, the positive side 
life, must integrate young man’s abilities 
and activities, ambitions and ideals, present 
and future life. The achievement that goal 
is, perhaps, the teacher’s hardest, certainly his 
most important accomplishment. cannot 
achieved the mere fact that there 
crucifix hanging the classroom’s front 
wall, that the teacher may person 
dedicated God, that the name the 
school Catholic one. can done 
many almost all dependent youth 
itself well the teacher’s method and 
personality. course all recognize that 
this very necessary part our school- 
work, but sometimes succeed segregat- 
ing it, depriving its integrating force. 
when realize that ultimately should 
shape and direct our efforts every other 
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phase education, when derive from 
our motivation every educative activity 
that have really Catholic system edu- 
cation. this objective seen clearly the 
unique vocation Catholic teacher. 


Can Our Best 


These are the specifications and integrations 
ideals, vitally present the mind each 
student and teacher, with which would 
answer our original question. tempting 
expand some the points further, but 
“everything its time.” However, seems 
well conclude with answers some crit- 
icisms against our stand. 

Some have assured from experience that 
teacher could not hope achieve all 
have mentioned. His time limited, often his 
classes and students are many, working 
with clay that human. Again, his almost 
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certain failure the quest for such high 
goals might destroy his future efficiency and 
normal idealism. There world truth 
these criticisms. But must remember 
that ideals are hardly ever achieved try 
approach them. now want, not all, 
least far greater proportion our Cath- 
olic graduates ready win and fill 
leading roles Catholic way American 
society. must remember that teacher 
can more for the student than the 
latter permits him do. Consequently, our 
aim perform our part perfectly 
possible, that, given the other conditions, 
Catholic education will improve. 

That, too, should make clear that success 
failure not the teacher’s alone grace 
and the student’s cooperation are 
One thing, though, certain: the Catholic 
teacher has 24-hour-a-day job.

Even high school girls are beginning ques- 
tion the usefulness foreign languages, ex- 
cept Spanish. Departments French are 
disappearing; and the decline Latin 
hastened the apparent need for subjects 
like physics, chemistry, and mathematics, 
which have immediate, appreciable relation 
the war effort. 

So, there chaos education; and the 
pressure Army, Navy, and government 
plans for the schools and educational institu- 
tions adds the confusion. But the individual 
teacher can still great work. God creates 
each soul individually. Christ called each 
Apostle individually; and every one the 
Gospel whom moved, spoke individ- 
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ually. Zaccheus. Nicodemus. Mary 
Magdalen. the Good Thief. The individual 
teacher can carry magnificently the 
midst chaos. The educational system im- 
portant, course, but the individual teacher 
more important. who touches with 
light the minds his students. And his touch 
the creative finger God the Father 
forming the wonderful creature 
Michelangelo’s creation. 

There one sure way acceleration. Only 
the individual teacher can use it. Here is: 
While stand turning point history, 
let the teachers, memory the greatest 
event history, the Incarnation the Word 
was made Flesh—become words 
pupils. 

word the image mental concept; 
something uttered, something heard. The 
Word God His image; the Word the 
Son the Father, expression His beauty, 
the utterance Divinity made audible 
humanity, the communication divinity 
humanity.

The teacher’s words must be, like the Son 
God, communications divinity man. 
words men give each other their best 
gifts, the fruits the Spirit. words men 
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lend their minds one another. That what 
teaching is: the lending the mind, that the 
little ones entrusted may come, through 
us, know the wonder life, the glory 
being. When lend thing, grant that 
may used the borrower his con- 
venience. the teacher used-by the 
pupil. His mind, more capacious and more 
enriched, searched and explored 
the pupil, the pupil’s initiative rather than 
the teacher’s. least, the student must 
the more active, won the teacher’s 
sympathy, and urged gently his vitality. 
This communion between them, this equipoise 
teacher passivity and pupil activity, teacher 
stimulation and pupil receptivity, this ex- 
quisite cooperation and co-ordination, depends 
words. 

The teacher’s words must reverberate the 
Word; they must communicate life, the love 
the Spirit, whose delights are with 
the children men, the Spirit playing 
the world innumerable ways, the voices 
wind and water, the fluting insects and 
birds, the calls and cries animals, and 
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especially the voices men, when men are 
voices the Word, Christ, who, making His 
home among men, transubstantiates human 
nature, that the Father, looking with 
joy says, “My Son.” And other Christs be- 
come words each other, manifesting Being 
each other, giving each other continually 
the divine kiss the Word. 

All the words teacher must reverberate 
the Word, opening the spaces silence within 
his pupils that they may hear the inaudible 
harmony the Father’s voice, evoking from 
the harps their spirits answering melody.

recall the president large boys’ school, 
who retiring and self-effacing himself, was 
known for his ability draw the most out 
each member his faculty. young 
priest, speaking this superior, after news 
his death had reached him, said: “It was 
surprising how well knew each one us, 
and how accurately measured our ability 
its extent and limitation. Somehow, 
gave courage things never 
dreamed could do. had way mak- 
ing each one feel essential the success 
the school, and that failed, the school 
would the loser. was wonderful the 
loyalty aroused, and the wholehearted en- 
thusiasm fostered. success, you can 
call such, due largely the fact that 
taught under his leadership scholastic.” 

Administrators never will get very far 
they are partisan play favorites. They 
must win the confidence all their subordi- 
nates, and not depend solely few over- 
efficient members the staff, who are apt 
bit aggressive and all possessive 
their endeavor helpful. Each teacher 
should feel her individual part the success 
the organization, and trivial and unimpor- 
tant that part may seem her 
others, she should made realize that 
without her contribution something would 
lacking the complete success her school.

The Teaching History 


President Nicholas Murray Butler, 
opening the academic year last September 
Columbia University, devoted 
usually incisive remarks the study 
history, and the study free govern- 
ments. fail read the great histories, 
and fail, therefore, learn the old 
lessons which are repeated new environ- 
ments. History has repeated itself over and 
over again for 2000 years and yet its fun- 
damental lessons remain unlearned. Have 
taught them adequately? 

This study history and free govern- 
ment requires technique and content 
different from what have been wont 
find acceptable. must not repetition 
textbook statements. Its primary concern 
must not dates similar external facts. 
must living history. must seen 
conflict human personalities and 
Its psychological factors 
must understood. Its moving and dy- 
namic character must also understood. 

These factors make great importance 
teachers deep knowledge and penetrat- 
ing insight, whose knowledge goes back 
the original documents, and back these 
the urges and desires and motives 
men. They make necessary kind ma- 
terial that will help the imagination 
the events, and will not stand the 
way helpful interpretation. What should 
expected the teaching history 
not merely factual information but un- 
derstanding individual men and man 
his gregarious organizations? Not, prima- 
rily, knowledge but insight the goal. And 
every level teaching these results

Simple Meditation 
Like all meditation, its purpose was see 
more deeply into some truth, and live 
some specific way the truth was seen. 
The method used was simple and the exercise 
took about ten minutes each class period. 
Each day, reserved section the 
blackboard the religion room, meditation 
was written for the feast feria the fol- 
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lowing day. Whenever possible some appro- 
priate event virtue the life the saint 
honored was used. For ferial days 
Advent Lent and during the important 
octaves, the thought was gleaned from the 
Mass the spirit the liturgical season.

sentences phrases were written with colored 
chalk underlined. While the pupils were 
assembling for religion, each read the medita- 
tion. Class began with discussion the 
points contained and related questions, 
such further information concerning the 
life the saint presented. Occasionally 
check was made the remembrance the 
previous day’s meditation and the appended 
resolution.

His search for 
emotional satisfaction met attempt 
arouse noble emotions facilitating noble 
deeds. 

Again, may pointed out that the medi- 
tations were means unifying and making 
concrete the various divisions religious 
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training. They provided daily possibilities for 
stimulating the living the liturgy. They 
gave applications moral principles prob- 
lems met everyday life. They pointed out 
particular opportunities for the practice 
obligations indicated lessons dogma. 
They were, word, the teacher’s presenta- 
tion, not only facts for the mind assimi- 
late, but methods living these facts, day 
day, for the development the super- 
natural man. 

Side side with these theoretic values, the 
experimental results are best pointed out 
the pupils’ own words. The response the 
question: “Would you like the daily medita- 
tions continued?” gave per cent reply 
favor, with about per cent indifferent, the 
remainder being negative. Pupils commented: 


The day the meditation was not the board, 
felt there was something missing our religion 
room. 

would like the meditations continued 
could have some reminder the resolutions 
make. 

Some personal reactions the question: 
“Why did you like the meditations?” were: 

Everybody likes story. exception. 
The meditation offered short Catholic story 
every day. The fact about the saints that im- 
pressed most was that they would never have 
won world-wide fame they had done what 
they wished instead doing what God 
wanted them do. 

The daily meditations helped begin pious 
practices, such as, prayer for missions, prayer for 
souls purgatory, prayers thanksgiving, and 
more frequent Communion. times tempta- 
tion, was reminded the virtues the saints 
and resolution imitate them. 

Hearing about the saints gives greater 
knowledge how they suffered for our Lord, 
and points out that too, must sacrifice 
something for God. 

When know whose Mass following and 
something about them, makes prayer more in- 
teresting. 

When think how saints can give wealth, 
home, clothes, etc., for God, have more courage 
give the little pleasures that are sometimes 
required me. 

They made realize that the saints were 
human just am, and they could it, 
why can’t They made think how easy 
going was with myself, and the help the 
resolutions, started clamp down myself. 
After had conquered feeling satisfaction 
with the easy things, realized wasn’t hard 
the hard things you made your mind 
it. 

The meditation about patron saint inspired 
try imitate her. 

liked the resolution, which practiced 
least once day. 

makes think about our vocation, least 
does that me. 

They always seem fit with the difficulties 
every day. 

like because reminds the duties 

Sometimes suggestions criticisms were 
added, as: 

When the practice physical and not mental, 

suggest that each morning our prayers 
Sister sav the name the saint the day and 
the pupils answer, “Pray for us.” 

There ought more given about martyrs, 
for shows how strong faith they must have 
had. 

the time try get one thing done 
prayed for, another day comes with something

But 
terrible person and sinner, just give 
all up. 

think you could take one virtue each week, 
and show how the saint the day possessed it, 
and then let apply ourselves. 


The suggestions and comments from pupils 
grades through made apparent that 
different resolution each day rendered sys- 
tematic progress difficult and consequent de- 
velopment problematic. But other than that, 
pupil responses showed interest, enthusiasm, 
and appreciation. teacher observa- 
added that worthy objective seems have 
been realized the increased desire the 
pupils become saints and make use 
the means sanctity. the year that fol- 
lowed, the biographies saints were con- 
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stant demand the library, with continual 
requests for the new biographies their pub- 
lication was announced. Purchasers and users 
the Daily Missal became more numerous. 
Attendance Saturday and vacation Masses 
appeared increase. ascribe development 
traits character and the practice 
virtue the daily meditation would 
carry conclusions farther than observation 
warrants; yet there doubt that thought- 
ful application truths taught religion 
classes led, many cases, fuller realiza- 
tion all that entailed Christian living. 
These are trying times the teacher 
religion. The apostolate the classroom needs 
all the aids that sound methodology can bring 
it. Despite the sacrifice time and the 
personal effort demands, there value for 
eternity the daily classroom meditation. 


Character Sketches

Delineation character presupposes that 
the delineator has mind certain definite 
assigned reactions particular situations 
which places his characters, and fondly 
hopes the reader will find not too difficult 
understand the behavior patterns presented. 
know with certainty what motivates 
character, why the author makes doesn’t 
make character respond stimuli such 
way, remains, for the most part, inscrutable 
mystery. 

However, has always been captivating 
and exciting procedure for the student 
literature attempt probe into the inner- 
most recesses the minds the protagonists. 

Before last year literature class 
sat group boys and girls, most 
them from Iowa farms. They were not con- 
versant with such terms ascendant, sub- 
missive, motivating principles, inhibitions, 
when applied personality. Consequently 
couldn’t discuss our characters the light 
what modern psychology has offer, valuable 
this doubt is. 

Traditionally, the student was taught 
apply the following criteria each character 
assigned for analysis: What does the char- 
acter say others himself? What 
others say him? his actions bear out his 
theories? one, dare say, will presume 
find fault with this method, but perhaps the 
procedure which found helpful, particularly 
oral discussions, may. prove value 
beginning teachers. 

considered the manifestation virtue 
exhibited the character question, 
his reactions under normal conditions and, 
more specifically, under the stress untoward 
circumstances. definition for character often 
cited this: “Character sum total 
the virtues and vices man possesses.” Since 
this good working definition only 
necessary its application study what 
virtues noble person should practice order 
make him more Godlike. 

Perhaps one entire class period will have 
devoted the exposition virtue and 
the obligation strive after perfection laid 
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upon everyone our Lord Himself. Poign- 
antly aware, sure, the teacher that 
even tolerable success this technique 
most difficult thing acquire. 
may demonstrated, that the pagan seers 
struggled reach higher and higher states, 
not only intellectual development, but 
moral progress, well. Socrates, who met 
with calm serenity the death imposed upon 
him, exhibited heroic mental poise and de- 
tachment, proving thereby that 
rived some knowledge spirituality. Had 
his soul been flooded with the light and 
effulgence God’s grace Daniel’s was, his 
teachings would have greater universal appeal. 
But this sublime gift was denied him and 
given the infinite and loving designs 
God. 

Christ found all perfection, the 
well instructed Catholic knows only too well. 
the model upon whom every Christian 
should fashioned. Union with Christ the 
mystical body the greatest aid the prac- 
tice virtue. 

This explanation the necessity forming 
good habits requires bit patience, but the 
time consumed its clarification well spent. 
made quite emphatic that the virtues 
every Christian asked have his own 
personal possession are these: 

The three theological virtues faith, 
hope, and charity. 

The four cardinal virtues prudence, 
justice, temperance, fortitude. 

The virtues required the practice 
the eight beatitudes poverty spirit, meek- 
ness, joy suffering injustice, mercy, purity 
heart, ete. 

studying character the student asked 
analyze the light the teaching 
the Church with reference these virtues. 
Does the person have faith? How does 
manifest this? 

One boy class analyzed with re- 
markable success the character Sydney 
Carton. his introduction stated that this 
method character drawing marked de- 
parture from traditional standards. showed 
that Carton had faith God, that hoped 
for final resurrection, that possessed the 
greatest love for fellow beings. All these vir- 
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tues, added the student, Carton manifested 
while walking the streets Paris the eve 
unusual degree did Carton possess, order 
through with the whole affair, was the 
boy’s concluding observation. 

further limits still can extend this 
idea character delineation. could with- 
out much difficulty show that Carton not 
only possessed one other the cardinal 
virtues besides fortitude eminent degree, 
but that practiced some the beatitudes 
well. 

Was prudent? might prone 
judge was rash this ultimate supreme 
sacrifice but when consider how carefully 
laid his plans that obstacle could 
intervene between his purpose and its final 
objective, must conclude that had 
thought out each step leading the end 
with prudent precision. deemed neces- 
sary show himself the wine shop, 
that Madame would know Darnay had 
double. His sagacious prudence, moreover, 
his encounter with Barsad, won for him the 
entrance the prison. 
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Darnay’s trial England, Carton stands 
out the one who turned the tables 
favor Striver’s client, thus furthering the 
cause justice. 

perhaps scarcely conceivable that any- 
one intemperate Carton could possess 
the virtues previously alluded to, but, when 
face the fact that was motivated 
deep and consuming love, our surprise his 
anomalous and somewhat contradictory char- 
acter tends vanish. the last analysis, who 
isn’t bundle contradictions? 

But even the virtue temperance Carton 
practiced during his last hours, for after his 
bargain with Barsad was struck, indulges 
excessive bibbing. 

Nor does seem ignorant the signifi- 
cance the eight beatitudes. That was 
poor spirit and detached from wealth 
certainly evident; his meekness his con- 
stant intercourse with Striver quite obvi- 
ous; lived peace with his fellow men. 

Need carry the method further? Hardly. 
Possibly carrying out these suggestions, the 
student may grow virtue. so, our efforts 
have not been vain. 


Making Formulas and 


Symbols Interesting 
Sister Mary Aelred, O.S.F.* 


Teachers science the high school have 
always recognized the importance having 
their students acquire workable scientific 
vocabulary. Very often languages come 
their aid, especially Latin, and word study 
this language made many these scientific 
terms more understandable. Today, however, 
few students interested career which 
demands knowledge the sciences find 
time for such language their overcrowded 
schedules; and teachers must depend much 
more establishing artificial relationship, 
mostly visual nature, between certain 
factors this acquisition terminology. 
such processes, for example, the mastering 
scientific formulas and symbols, the alert 
teacher will bring psychology her aid 
making both pleasant and thorough the drill 
which must necessarily accompany this mas- 
tery. 

One way review and drill chemical 
formulas and symbols means game 
called “Chemo.” This game modification 
the game “Bingo.” The materials needed 
are follows: 


Individual cards such bingo player 
would use, but bearing the names symbols 
and formulas instead numbers. Each space 
containing the name symbol formula 
should also have small number typed the 
upper left corner aid the caller spotting 
more quickly this symbol formula his 
control card. 

master control card, from which the 
caller checks “Chemo” when the student 
calls back him. This also contains the 
names all the symbols and formulas used 
the game. For best results should 
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modeled exactly the master card 
bingo game. 

set tickets from which the caller 
may call the terms. 
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The “Chemo” game proceeds 
fashion: Each student has before him card 
which written the word Chemo instead 
Bingo. After choosing card from the 
pack which has shuffled, the teacher calls, 
“Under Barium Chloride.” the student 
has his card, covers that space 
with counter. Next, the teacher may call, 
Mercury.” The student covers 
appears his card. When the game 
has progressed the point where player 
calls “Chemo,” the important and essential 
part the game occurs. the student calls 
back his terms the caller for checkup, 
must read the names the compounds 
elements from the formulas symbols. This 
“calling back” constitutes the real benefit 
the game. If, the process reading his 
card the caller, the student calls the wrong 
name for symbol formula, there 
“Chemo”; and more elements and compounds 
are called until genuine “Chemo” attained. 

Every possible way getting “Chemo” 
permitted: four corners, diagonal, horizontal, 
and vertical. certain times the teacher may 
continue the game even after “Chemo” 
called and the winner has been recognized, 
then offer extra credit and prize for “full 
house,” which occurs when student succeeds 
getting his entire card covered. 

Offering prizes and extra credit helps 
stimulate interest the game. Students may 
take turns furnishing simple prizes, such 
candy bars useful school articles. 

This same method review may used 
biology. this case, the individual 
cards under the heading “Bilog” are arranged 
biological terms. The teacher reads the defini- 
tion from pack cards, and the game pro- 
ceeds according the rules for “Chemo.”

Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” some other fitting song was 
sung the-close the meetings. several 
meetings the secretary called the roll presi- 
dents (as presented THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
September, 1937). 

Due abundance material was 
always possible vary the meetings. How- 
ever, there were three standing committees. 
The Committee Foreign Affairs was re- 
port weekly current events other coun- 
tries, particularly war zones. Reports were 
prepared the Congressional Committee 
the activities Congress.

Through our study the Pampa found 
that temperature, rainfall, good soil, and 
capable workers helped make one 
the best agricultural regions the world. 
these facts might add that the trade 
the Pampa aided greatly the fact that 
products for export need not hauled very 
far rail reach ocean ports. Another 
advantage for trade the comparatively short 
voyage between the Pampa ports and the ports 
northwestern Europe which most the 
exports go. For example, Argentine beef can 
delivered the markets England within 
thirty days after the cattle are killed. Still 
another advantage the fact opposite 
seasons the northern and southern hemi- 
spheres. Shipments new wheat from Pampa 
ports start late January and arrive 
Liverpool, England, March. 


Some Disadvantages 


The facts stated above might lead 
think that the Argentine farmer blessed 
with advantages and spared handicaps en- 
tirely. However, that not the case. 
does have disadvantages. Danger from drought 
causes much worry the Pampa. the 
semiarid lands, too, wheat may injured 
late frosts hot winds from the north. 
Another danger which both stockmen and 
farmers toward the north have face 
locusts. millions they descend upon pas- 
tures and fields and eat almost every green 
plant, leaving the ground brown 
had just been plowed. The stock farms also 
are sometimes infested with little insects 
called ticks which cause the cattle get 
Texas fever. The stock farmer also, 
the western section, has trouble with water 
shortage. Here water scarce and much 
must purified. 

The upkeep railroads also expensive, 
even though the level prairie offers ideal con- 
ditions for building them.

When all the warp threads are covered, 
take the rug off the box lifting the warp 
threads off the nails. Make running stitch 
with needle and thread just above the fringe. 
This makes firmer edge.
